4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or render obvious a motivation to provide for a planetary transmission 
for machine tolls as defined by the limitations of claim 1 ; including a drive shaft connected to a 
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sun gear, an output shaft connected to a carrier and mounted on external and internal bearings, an 
xial bearing, an interior gear rotating over an interior bearing, an axially displaceable sliding 
collar, and a lubrication circuit, wherein the external and internal bearings are separated from 
each other by a piston ring, wherein the external bearing is connected through an oil feeding 
circuit with the axial bearing, wherein the axial bearing is connected with a cavity in the interior 
gear bearing, and the cavity is encapsulated through a wall selection of the transmission housing 
to an existing oil discharge.
